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To  the  Southam  Rural  District  Council 


Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  annual  report  for  the 
year  1960. 

There  has  been  a  slight  drop  in  population  and  both 
birth  and  death  rates  resemble  those  for  1959. 

As  with  the  reports  for  1958  and  1959  Mr.  Whitehead 
has  not  submitted  a  separate  detailed  section  but  has  of  course 
supplied  much  of  the  figures  and  material  which  appear  in 
my  report. 

The  recent  trend  for  population  increase  has  reversed. 
Preliminary  results  of  the  1961  Census  showed  a  further  fall 
in  population.  The  official  census  total  is  15,457,  comprising 
8,282  males  and  7,175  females.  Notwithstanding  this  recent 
drop,  there  has  been  an  intercensal  increase  of  2,451  persons 
or  an  18.8%  rise,  as  compared  with  an  average  increase  of 
23.2%  for  all  Warwickshire  rural  districts.  As  regards  per¬ 
centage  rise  in  population  since  1951  Southam  R.D.  stands 
third  among  the  nine  rural  districts  of  the  county  but  in 
actual  numbers  only  Shipston-on-Stour  R.D.  is  smaller. 

The  deaths  were  aroimd  the  total  in  recent  years  with  a 
predominance  of  males  among  the  deceased.  Nine  men  died 
of  lung  cancer,  a  complaint  which  rises  alarmingly  throughout 
the  country  from  one  year  to  the  next.  Very  clear  evidence 
now  exists  that  cigarette  smoking  plays  an  important,  if  not  a 
decisive,  role  in  initiating  these  cancerous  growths  in  the  lungs 
of  predisposed  persons  while  atmospheric  pollution  by  smoke 
may  play  a  supporting,  but  secondary  part. 

Excluding  cancers  pecuhar  to  the  female  reproductive 
organs,  these  nine  deaths  account  for  more  than  half  the 
deaths  from  malignant  tumours.  Clearly,  therefore,  the  prob¬ 
lem  merits  more  attention  from  the  public  than  they  have 
yet  shown  themselves  willing  to  give. 
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The  largest  and  most  striking  group  of  deaths  comes  under 
the  heading  of  angina  and  coronary  disease.  Of  the  28  deaths 
recorded,  no  less  than  22  were  those  of  men  who  are  currently 
the  target  for  this  type  of  disease.  Accidents  and  suicides 
caused  ten  deaths  in  both  sexes. 

There  has  been  steady  progress  with  various  rural  sewerage 
schemes  and  with  the  clearance  of  unfit  housing.  The  Council 
took  action  before  Kineton  magistrates  in  an  appeal  by  a 
property  owner  at  Knightcote  against  its  notice  under  Section 
138  of  the  Public  Health  Act  1936  to  provide  a  sufficient 
water  supply.  The  appeal  was  dismissed  by  the  Court.  The 
Warwickshire  County  Council  asked  this  Council  to  support 
the  addition  of  fluoride  to  its  public  water  supply.  After  dis¬ 
cussion  it  was  agreed  to  accept  the  principle  involved  but  take 
no  other  step  pending  publication  of  a  report  upon  the  Medical 
Research  Council’s  controlled  experiment. 

Further  discussions  took  place  concerning  the  obstruction 
of  the  River  Stowe  below  your  sewage  works  by  fallen  trees, 
silt,  etc.  It  became  evident  that  the  clearance  of  the  stream 
might  be  a  very  costly  affair  but  it  was  not  clear  where  the 
responsibility  lay. 

After  correspondence  with  the  National  Farmers’  Union 
concerning  a  choked  watercourse  upon  farmland  at  Gay  don, 
their  representatives  were  met  by  a  delegation  from  this 
Council  on  the  spot.  The  Council  later  resolved  to  inform  the 
Union  that  it  was  unwilling  to  pay  contributions  towards  the 
cost  of  clearing  out  watercourses  upon  private  farmlands. 
In  regard  to  the  instance  cited,  the  Council  was  expediting  its 
plans  to  sewer  Gaydon  village  and  discontinue  pollution  of  the 
old  village  drain  which  had  given  rise  to  the  complaints. 
When  installing  the  sewage  works  any  necessary  regrading  of 
the  stream  locally  could  receive  attention. 

A  pollution  of  the  River  Stowe  at  Southam  was  found  to 
have  arisen  by  a  farmer  allowing  untreated  silage  effluent  to 
enter  the  river  directly  and  the  action  taken  put  an  end  to  the 
nuisance. 

It  was  with  great  regret  that  one  heard  of  the  deaths  of 
Mr.  E.  J.  Hill  Vice-Chairman  of  the  Council  and  Mr.  A. 
Pajme,  member  for  Napton,  both  of  whom  had  rendered  the 
Council  outstanding  service.  The  Health  Department  was 
also  sorry  to  lose  the  services  of  Mrs.  L.  M.  Bass  who  resigned 
her  clerical  post  for  personal  reasons.  Mr.  P.  C.  Dawson 
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obtained  an  appointment  with  the  Ellesmere  Port  Rural 
District  and  left  in  July  1960,  to  take  up  his  new  post. 
The  Council  sent  to  him  a  letter  of  appreciation  of  his  services 
and  recorded  this  also  in  their  minutes.  All  the  staff  wish  him 
well  and  extend  to  his  successor  Mr.  D.  H.  Joiner  from  Fam- 
borough  U.D.C.  a  cordial  welcome. 

I  thank  once  again  all  the  members  and  officers  of  the 
Coimcil  for  their  help,  support  and  encouragement  to  me 
personally.

There  was  a  fall  of  ten  in  population  in  1960  (estimated) 
but  the  1961  census  was  over  five  hundred  less. 

No  deaths  occurred  from  diseases  or  accidents  of  preg¬ 
nancy^  and  childbirth  or  from  infantile  diarrhoea.  Common 
infectious  diseases  did  not  figure  this  year  among  the  killer 
diseases  and  the  only  death  ascribed  to  a  communicable  disease 
was  certified  as  due  to  Syphilis.

— Routine  bacteriological  ex¬ 
aminations  were  carried  out  by  the  Public  Health  Laboratory 
Service,  Coventry,  during  1960,  mainly  in  regard  to  water 
sampling  or  the  prevention  of  infectious  disease. 
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C.  SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  DISTRICT 


Water  Supply. — Four  new  extensions  to  the  water  mains 
were  completed  during  the  year,  viz.  :  Ladbroke  Road,  Welsh 
Road  Southam,  Long  Itchington  and  Lower  Shuckburgh 
Road.  One  new  extension  at  Stockton  was  commenced  in  the 
latter  part  of  the  year. 

Regular  sampling  of  the  piped  water  supply  was  carried 
out  throughout  the  year,  66  samples  being  taken.  Samples 
from  private  supphes,  i.e.,  shallow  wells  and  boreholes  were 
taken  in  the  interest  of  the  public  health,  and  10  samples 
from  such  supplies  were  found  to  be  imsatisfactory. 

Several  meetings  were  attended  by  the  Officers  of  the 
Council  in  connection  with  the  proposed  re-grouping  of  water 
undertakings. 

Sewerage  Schemes. — During  the  year  three  sewerage 
schemes  were  in  progress  at  Stockton,  Priors  Marston,  and 
Long  Itchington  ;  a  scheme  for  Shotteswell  was  prepared  and 
put  out  to  tender.  In  addition  preliminary  proposals  for  three 
further  schemes  were  in  course  of  preparation  for  Lighthome, 
Gaydon  and  Lower  Shuckburgh. 

Pail  Closet  Conversions. — In  April  the  Health  Committee 
received  a  report  upon  the  progress  made  in  three  parishes 
with  closet  conversions  under  Section  47  of  the  Public  Health 
Act,  1936.  No  invitations  had  then  been  issued  at  North  End 
or  Bishops  Itchington.  In  all  135  Council  houses  had  then 
been  converted.  The  position  as  regards  privately  owned 
houses  was  as  follows  : —

D.  HOUSING 

During  the  year  two  Clearance  Orders  affecting  19 
properties  in  five  Clearance  Areas  were  confinned  by  the 
Minister.  Four  Clearance  Orders  affecting  30  properties  in 
four  Clearance  Areas  were  made  and  submitted  to  the  Minister 
for  confirmation.  An  enquiry  concerning  these  Orders  was 
held  in  December,  1960. 
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Ten  demolition  orders  and  two  closing  orders  were  made 
during  the  year. 

E.  FOOD  AND  DRUGS 

No  prosecutions  were  taken. 

Many  inspections  of  food  premises  were  made  and  all 
carcase  meat  slaughtered  within  the  district  was  inspected  by 
your  public  health  officers. 

A  report  on  the  slaughterhouse  facilities  available  within 
the  district  was  prepared  as  required  by  the  Slaughterhouses 
Act,  1958  and  following  consultation  with  appropriate  trade 
interests.  After  approval  by  the  Council  it  was  submitted  to 
the  Minister. 

Changes  in  the  legislation  concerning  the  registration  for 
the  sale  of  milk  were  made  during  the  year.  This  Council’s 
responsibility  in  this  regard  was  transferred  to  the  County 
Council.  This  was  because  the  Milk  (Special  Designation) 
Regulations  1960  transferred  to  Food  and  Drugs  Authorities 
the  registration  of  milk  retailers  in  respect  of  principal  licences 
and  abolished  supplementary  licences. 

The  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health  arranged  for  the 
collection  within  your  district  of  36  samples  of  Tuberculin 
Tested  and  27  samples  of  non-designated  milks  under  Section 
31  of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1955.  Samples  taken  imder  this 
scheme  were  submitted  for  biological  examination  with  nega¬ 
tive  results.

This  has  been  another  year  with  low  incidence  of  any 
serious  communicable  disease.  A  glance  at  the  table  above 
will  show  how  little  there  is  to  form  the  subject  of  comment. 
The  only  prevalent  disease  was  WTiooping  Cough,  mentioned 
in  53  notifications.  Well  over  half  of  these  were  for  children 
of  school  age  and  only  18  for  those  infants  under  five.  There  is 
thus  a  possibility  that  the  disease  attacked  many  children 
who  had  been  immunized  with  the  earlier  type  of  vaccine 
which  appears  to  have  been  less  successful  than  the  improved 
t3rpes  now  marketed.  An  attempt  is  made  to  establish  whether 
or  not  notified  patients  have  had  a  course  of  vaccine  previously 
but  for  various  reasons  this  is  difficult  to  check  exactly. 

Only  one  notification  of  measles  was  received  and 
the  columns  for  diphtheria,  smallpox,  scarlet  fever  and 
puerperal  pjnexia  happily  remained  blank. 

Diphtheria  and  Whooping  Cough  Immunization. — A  com¬ 
bined  vaccine  is  used  now  to  protect  against  both  diseases 
and  most  children  have  also  the  opportunity  of  protection 
against  tetanus  (lockjaw).  This  work  of  the  local  health 
authority  has  greatly  increased  and  so  it  has  become  im¬ 
possible  to  keep  all  the  records  separated  by  Sanitary  dist¬ 
ricts  as  well  as  by  sex  and  age  sub-divisions.  Every  effort 
is,  however,  being  made  by  the  L.H.A.  staffs  to  keep  a  high 
percentage  of  infants  protected  against  all  these  diseases  and 
poliomyelitis.

It  will  be  noted  from  the  tables  that  only  one  death  has

been  recorded  in  the  aggregate  of  the  past  four  years  as 
against  six  in  the  preceding  four  years.  In  the  same  periods 
the  number  of  notified  cases  of  Tuberculosis  has  fallen  by 
more  than  one  half.  The  local  health  authority,  the  Chest 
Clinic  and  your  health  officers  work  in  close  co-operation  in 
all  matters  such  as  rehousing,  disinfection,  extra  nourishment 
and  after-care.  The  local  health  authority  now  has  a  scheme 
operative  for  B.C  G.  vaccination. 

B.C.G.  Vaccination  [Tuberculosis). — If  a  child  or  young 
person  has  made  close  personal  contact  with  a  declared  sufferer 
from  tuberculosis  of  the  lungs  he  or  she  may  also  contract  the 
infection  in  an  active  form.  Therefore,  the  investigation  of 
contacts  of  known  cases  includes  tuberculin  sensitivity  tests. 
If  a  strong  positive  reaction  occurs  clinical  and/or  X-ray 
examinations  will  decide  if  active  infection  exists.  A  number 
of  those  tested  will  not  have  had  any  previous  contact  with 
this  disease  and  so  will  not  react  at  all  to  the  tests.  They  do 
not  possess  a  natural  immunity  to  the  disease  and  might  run 
great  risks  from  contact  with  an  infected  adult.  They  are, 
therefore,  offered  inoculation  with  B.C.G.  Vaccine,  that  is 
to  say  a  live  vaccine  made  from  tuberculosis  bacilli  which 
have  been  cultured  in  a  special  way  so  as  to  reduce  greatly 
their  virulence.  This  process  of  immunisation  takes  a  number 
of  weeks  to  mature  and  complications  are  rare.  In  addition 
to  contacts  the  vaccine  may  be  given  to  two  other  groups  : — 

(i)  School  Leavers.  In  Central  Warwickshire 

children  in  their  13th  year 
are  offered  vaccination  if  neg¬ 
ative  reactors  to  a  skin  test 
(Heaf  Test). 

(ii)  Special  risk  workers.  e.g.  medical  students,  hos¬ 

pital  nurses,  etc. 

The  rural  district  figures  are  now  merged  in  those  for 
the  whole  area. 

No  tour  of  the  Mass  Miniature  Radiography  Unit  was 
arranged  for  1960  but  there  has  been  a  promise  that  an  ex¬ 
tended  public  survey  will  be  part  of  the  unit’s  progi'amme  for 
the  Summer  of  1961.
